"  Some  good  Chrijiiaus,  would  juf- 
tify  Ilavery  froin  Icripture,"  O  hor- 
rid  !  it  is  as  yon  lay  a  focrile^jious  a- 
bufe  to  drawn  fuch  a  deteltanle  doc- 
trine  froin  a  book,  whole  gnarked  and 
honored  features  arc  the  teciprocati- 
on  qf  jullice  in  human  intercom  fe, 
and  the  general  diif  uHon  of  good  a- 

inono  men. 

It  is  indeed  true  that  Revefetion  re- 
cognizes the  character,  and  points  out 
the  duties  of  Haves  :  but  this  is  calily' 
accot'.nted  for  when  we  recoileet  that 
it  is  the  avowed  principal  of  i  lie  Chri- 
stian religion  to  avoid  every  fpecies 
of  interference  in  exitling  civil  re- 
lation-. To  ameliorate  ihs  hearts  ami 
conduct  of  mankind,  and  not  10  adjttU 
their  political  condition  was  its  profeH- 
ed  object.  It  is  this  which  diUiiif, oldi- 
es Chrirtianity  Irom  alt  other  religi 
ons,  that  it  ftudio'ifly  avoid!  every 
fpecies  ot' political  difculften,  ,  ncirhet 
forming  civil  diltinctiovo,  nor  giving 
K  •  s  for  the  temporal  government  ol 
t ocivty. 

Nobly  independent  on  the  prefer.: 
world,  it  points  only  towards  a  better 
Sublime  in  hs  pit>fp*ct«,  and  fpiritual 
in  its  rfefig'ns,  it  had  been  degraded 
by  pc  lineal  intei  r'ei  ence.  Now  had 
C  briftianity  pronouueed  either  for  or 
againlt  ilavery.  it  would  have  been  to 
in  civil  having  receded  from  its  llluf- 
ti  iuus  principle,  ««  mv  kingdom  is  nut 
of  this  world,"  and  i  will  ventuie  to 
fay,  had  ceafed  to  be  divine.  It  is 
therefore  not  only  i  ■"pertinent  CO  draw 
arguments  from  Revolution  in  favour 
of  ,'lavery,  but  wickedly  undoing  it  al 
together,  and  degrading  it  to  a  level 
with  the  wretched  fuperftltiou  of  If- 
lam.  Thefe  good  Chri]\:a>:s,  who 
make  fuch  attemps  arc,  in  my  orii.i. 
on  f'ervTQg  rb«  interest  ot  fofttUtiry 
eery  ctfectnally,  and  merit  too  much 
the  cenfure  »f  a  rat  e  ad  v  prate  for  Chi  i 
ftianfty,  v,  ii  ,  coondly  calls  them,  ex- 
terabit  Chrifiiattt."  I  am  (hocked  to 
think  that  any  who  proiefs  our  vene- 
rable faith,  mould  make  Chriltianhy 
fay,  that  a  part  of  the  humnn  race 
mule  be  doomed  to  pelnet'inl  fervi- 
thde,  ignorance,  wi  etchednefs,  and 
circ  ;«:Bance-s,  which  involve,  a  fatal 
necclTity  of  being  immoral.  But  the 
Bible  teaches  no  fflch  doctrine,  and  I 
ch<iiciti,e  the  world  to  produce  a  tin 
gle  plflkge  from  ir,  which  when  fair* 
ly  conitrued,  fpeaks  any  thing  likei-. 
bom?  1  have  heard  go  back  tf  the  pro 
phecy  againlt  Canaan  to  prove  slavery 
"  servant of  fervants,  (hall  he  be  antq 
his  brethern."  Strange  logic  indeed

who  would  be  Willing  to  dell roy  1  heir 
fwn  titles.  FKpm  whence  are  thefe 
langers  to  b?  apprehended,  and  huw 
^re  the  fchemes  for  the  deft  ruction  of 
the  rights  of  property  t.v  be  carried 
into  effect  I  By  the  fpecolative,  unob 
trufive  opinions  of  fjehoolmenj  the 
B  tidied  Reclamations  of  youthful  ora- 
tois  in  their  t'ocieties,  or  the  powerful 
combination  of"  influential  citizens  f 
by  the  laft,  no  man  will  hefitate  to 
declare.  Let  him  then  obferve,  and 
enquire,  whether  there  has  been  any 
fymptom  of  Rrcn  combination,  and  if 
he  can  neither  difcovcror  hear  of  any 


Huh,  hut  from  the  active  pioiooicrs 
of  thele  refolutions  ;  he  may  lately 
conclude  the  apprehenfion  is  tithcr 
the  rpectre  of  beared  imaginations,  or 
one  conjured  up  by  the  dsemOne  of 
pride  and  prejudice,  to  terrify  the 
people  into  an  ac't  of  folly,  if  not  of 
danger  ;  and  he  will  be  the  more  firm- 
ly convinced  of  this,  when  he  reflects 
that  upon  the  fubjeCt  of  flavery  only, 
is  the  municipal  law  1  epugnant  to  that 
or  natui e.

YOU  approve  ot  the  rcfolution, '  a- 
ilopred  at  Bryaiv'i,  relative  to  li.tves  ; 
becaufe  emaficipatioh,  without  com- 
penfation,  to  the  Have  holders,  would 
be  injtiftice.  If  ilie  refolLtion  went 
no  farther  than  to  lecurc  to  the  pro- 
prietors compeAfatioii,  when  their 
ilaves  are  liberated,  I  would  cheerful- 
ly acquirlce  in  its  fuppcrt  —  but  the  te- 
nor of  rhat  refoliuiou  i*  not  only  that 
compenfation  (hall  be  made,  but  that 
it  fnt-il  be  made  in  money  ;  and  that, 
previous  to  I'uch  emancipation.  Yon 
perceive  with  a  moments  reflection, 
that  this  amui  uts  to  an  elitiie  prohi- 
bition of  emancipation  ;  as  the  r.egi  o 
liaves  will  never  be  po'.ieflcd  of  a  tut- 
fivienr  quantity  of  fpecie  to  make  the 
compenfation,  and  the  treafnry  of  the 
commonwealth  is  alio  inadequate  to 
the  Undertaking.  The  tjuefticn  be- 
rrire  you  then,  is  not  whether  you  (Itall 
part  with  Jdur  property, or  not,  with- 
out enmpebfatiott,  but  whether  or  nol 
the  't  iflatUCe  (liall  have  the  liberty 
to  diirect  cm.'.ncipation  and  rcmuner- 
ate  the  (ifi\e  holders  i»»  fuch  manner  as 
may  be  conwniect.  Your  love  ol 'juf- 
tice  and  opriohtnefs,  teaches  you  to 
viiih  lb  avoid  robbing  the  Have  bolder 
of  his  liave,  and  at  the  fame  time 
makesyoti  ovorfe  to  holding  in  Ilavery, 
a  human  being  entitled  to  liberty. 
I  hen,  in  avoiding  the  01. e  error,  of 
doing  hi  nil  ice  towards  tbe  Have  hoi- 
>..-r.  do  not  run  into  the  oppoiite  ei 
ror,  ol  injufticetO  the  Have,  Iniecu- 
ring  a  cmopenfation  for  emancipated 
(laves,  do  not  fay  that  the  compenfa 
;i  >n  (hall  be  beforehand  ;  for  that  will 
r-revent  the  Haves  from  obtaing  their 
\&t rty  altogether.  But  if  you  go- no 
fsa-tber  than  to  bind  your  legillatcrer- 
to  make  compenfation,  emancipation 
iuzy  take  place  in  time,  as  there  are 
modes,  by  which  ample  and  faltsfac 
rory  compenfation  can  b-  made  with- 
out advancing  the  fpecie.  Therefore 
in  directing  your  choice  of  conven- 
tion-men, "who  will  fnpporr  your  own 
principles,  if  you  only  want  to  le- 
enre  a  compenfation  to  fla\e  holders, 
vote  for  good  hone  ft  men,  who  are  ir^ 
favor  of  emancipation  on  equitable 
terms  ;  hue  if  you  do  not  wifh  emanci- 
pation to  rnke  place  at  all,  fupport  the 
committee  ticket.

Tis  hoary  herd,  as  a 
crow  n  of  glorj  ,  bis  placid  and  feiti-e 
ebnmenanre,  fiih.i  ike  mind  of  the 
beholder  with  awe,  and  commanded 
relpect.

I  cejdicc  in  the  event;  aaid 
as  a  friend  to  the  rights  of  1:  an,  f  netrely  wilh 
the  fame  ft*/Ht%9  m:.y  t  e  extea^ed  to  the 
whole  human  race.  Bin,  oh  !  Imjw  (h  irnefully 
is  thi  1  privilege  abridgtel  among  ourfelvcs  I  »\  ith 
wi,at  pit;- — with  what  l  ot  101,  have  I  long  be- 
held a  number  of  our  leilow  n.en  degraded°into  , 
I  tii  ntes  1  1  or,  tho,  by  wicked  art,  they  are  nie- 
,  tomorphofee  iu'o  borfet,  inares  and  colts,  I  ice 
I  in  tbem  t.  aces  <d' their  original  (late,  and  thereby 
I  difcover  that  they  aie  men  of  like  palT.ons  with 
j  ourfclvei,  and  the  offspring  of  the  fupreme ; 
j  the  rubjettl  Vf  his  laws,  and  amenable  to  hih] 
lor  their  cnniiuci— and  >et  we  teatl  tl.cin,  we 
compel  them  «e  violate  his  holy  ptecept*.  And 
as  if  they  were  accountable  ordv  to  us,  or  we 
anfwerable  at  the  eternal  bar,  for  their  conduct, 
we  do  all  in  our  power  to  deftrov  their  free- 
i'c.tv.  Void  of  pity,  we  forte  the  teuder 
hi., Kind  from  tae  lev  11  v,  w  •».  —♦he  ;.it.  amate 
]>  irent  from  the  dutiful  chile! ;  ami  thereby,  as 
tar  as  in  our  power,  we  deitioy  ail  Hie  endear- 
in£,  relative  naties  crd  pleafures  among  UVm. 
Now,  I  would  ;dk,  What  tis  I  t  have  v  e  to  treat 
tl  en;  thu<?  Did  not  he  that  made  in.jkc-  them! 
DM  he  not  make  all  nations  <>f  mc  blood? 
Thsy,  thtrtfoi-j,  are  our  brethren,  and  as  fuch, 
OUgbt  to  be  tieated  by  us.  W  hen  Heaven-born 
liberty  hatii  fhir.cd  io  refplehdant  on  our  happy 
land,  let  ail  the  fo.,s  and  daughter*  of  men. 
enjoy  the  beams  of  trc  Heavenly  liyht.  What 
fay  the  Gods?  ♦  Uo  you  to  ot!.eis,asyou  would 
have  others  co  to  you  '  Now,  let  us  lay  oi.r 
u.-.nds  on  our  Leal  ts,  and  a(k  unrleh es,  if  we 
were  in  their  f.tuation,  and  they  in  out  s,  vvou'd 
we  not  wifli,  and  jullly  expect  they  would  ref- 
tore  us  to  our  lii-eity,  and  all  the-  enjoyments 
bjf  our  Heaven  bom  rights!  I  promote,'  there- 
lore,  that  it  be  decreed  that  as  all  men  are  equal 
oy  nature,  they  mall  all  be  equally  treated,  in 
proportknj  to  their  ;.u.rir,  without  reflect  to 

J  here  was,  alfo,  in  the  council  a 
certain  man  named  Tyrannus.  to> 
whom  the  peopie  of  Utopia ,  had  given 
need  ci  a  long  time  ;  Froin  the  lea<t 
of  them  even  unto  the  great  eft  of  them. 
Kprfce  had  ufeel  enchantments,  and 
divination,  and  was  well  piac'tifed  in 
tbe  black  art  ;  by  which  he  could  make 
them  think  white  was  Llack,  and 
black  white.  He  could,  upon  occali- 
on,  iaak..  things,  as  clear  as  the  me- 
redian  (an.  appear  as  daik  as  mid- 
night ;  fo  that  thole  whom  he  led, 
and  who  tndlcd  t«.  him,  very  often 
I  ell  among  briers  &  thorns,  in  which 
>hey  were  lo  entangled  th*t  they 
could  fearccly  evertecover. 

1  his  man  having  beat  d  the  words  of 
h'n>,ia>iui,  his  joints  trembled,  ami  his 
knees  fmote  liieone  ugahifl  the  other  ; 
tor  he  was  guilty  above  many,  in  bru- 
talizing a  great  number  of  his  brc- 
ilucn,  and  treating  them  as  hearts  of 
burthen*  But  not  having  the  fear  of 
the  holy  gods  before  his  eyes,  the 
gods  whom  he  wot  lhipped  5  to  wir, 
.Moloch,  ^amnion  c\c.  mfpired  htm 
with  a  rcfolution  to  exert  himielf  in 
oppofingrV«*<iatfj  j  for  he  was  deter- 
mined uot  to  let  the  captive  go  tree. 
He  theiefore  arofe  and  fj  ake  as  fol- 
lows. 

"Men  mil  Brethren,  I  have  been  attending 
to  the  words  of  Hl/MAHM.  How  linoothly  does 
he  glols  over  his  unjull  intention  of  robbing  us  . 
of  our  property,  by  sledging  it  is  contraiy  to 
the  will  of  the  GoHs !  If  the  Gods  difapprove 
of  it,  why  do  they  permit  it  ?  But,  it  is  evident, 
to  me,  at  leaft,  that  the  Godsdefigned  them  for 
nothing  e-lle  than  Ilaves  to  their  brethren. 
Only  obferve  their  fhape  and  color.  The  fiat- 
nels  of  their  noles,  evidently  difcovcrs  their 
want  of  lenle— their  thick  lips  appear  as  if  made 
to  be  buiTeted— their  crooked  legs  lecrn  as  if  al- 
ready prefled  under  the  burthen— and  from  their 
color,  it  is  plain  they  were  never  defigned  ta 
lie  upon  beds,  but  by  the  fire,  among  the  attic-,. 
FTOtt  all  which,  I  conclude  that  they  now  are
